It is said of Chirley Rasbach 
that he was the most successful 
conductor in the passenger service 
of the Katy in the early day s when 
it was almost worth a man’s life to 
run a passenger train through the 
Indian territory , where there were 
no towns and few settlements that 
could boast of a postoffice, 
Mr. Risbach had many an en­ 
counter with the rough element of 
whites and half-breeds who lived 
along the line of the Katy in the 
early day s before the h ind of civi- 
lizatioii pol'shed to a brightness as 
sparkiuig as that of any other part 
of this counuv. 
He was never a 
man to tiireaten or to use rough 
mtans in handling a rough crowd 
on his train but it was said of him 
flat he could do more by moral 
suasion than 
a posse of deputy 
marshals could do with Winchesters. 
A story is told by the Denison 
Herald of etrly railroading ex peri­ 
ences : 
At one time one of the 
gangs operating in the Indian ter­ 
ritory had planned a hold-up. 
A 
holi-up in those day s meant great 
loss of money , and possibly Hie, as 
the country was wild and inhabited 
by desperate men. 
The plan of 
the roboery was for part of the 
robbers to board the train and the 
other part of tfae band to hold it 
up at Pry or Creek. 
The men were 
ready to do any thing to accom­ 
plish their purpose. 
They knew 
that oftentimes theie were armed 
men who were passengers on the 
trains, and that a hold-up meant a 


fight, and a fight meant that some­ 
body would be killed in the band 
of robbers. 
It was tie plan of the 
robbers on the train to get the 
drop on any or all of the men in the 
train who happened to be armed, 
thereby preventing loss of life. 
S ) half the robber bind boarded 
the train ii^ar the Kansas line, and 
were to take care of recalcitrant 
passengers when 
the rest of the 
band held up the train at Pry or 
Creek. 
The men happened to catch Ras- 
bach’e train. 
He knew some of 
them and knew that tiiea* presence 


and the train pulled out without 
an attempt to get into the ex press 
car. 
There was over $100,000 in the 
safe at the time. 
This is only one of the many 
stories told of Rasbach’s persuasive 
powers, but it illustrates the char­ 
acter of the man.
